In compliance with the duty of disclosure under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .56 and in 
accordance with the practice under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.97 and 1.98, the Examiner's attention is 
directed to the document identified on the enclosed PTO-1449 form. Also enclosed is a 
copy of that document, as well as a copy of a March 22, 2004, Japanese Office Action 
citing that document in a counterpart application. That citation is the first citation of the 
enclosed cited document in any foreign coimterpart of the present application. 

For the relevance, the Examiner is respectfiilly referred to the English 
abstract submitted herewith, to the enclosed EngUsh translation of Fig. 5 of the cited 
document, and to the following comments: 

In a printing system comprising a printer and a computer terminal 
equipment connected to a storage device, an arrangement for storing a printer ID 



identifying a printer in correspondence with HS data for performing shading processing 
corresponding to a printer in the storage device is disclosed. In the printing system, in 
printing an image by the printer, the printer send the printer ID to the computer terminal 
equipment, the computer terminal equipment retrieve the printer ID inside the storage 
device. When correction data corresponding to the printer ID is retrieved, shading 
processing corresponding to the printer ID is performed. While, when correction data 
corresponding to the printer ID is not retrieved, shading processing is not performed 
because corresponding HS data is nothing.
